DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 12-57 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

Claims 12, 18, and 25 recite the subject matter suggested by the examiner in the 
final rejection dated 5/29/2009 as being distinguishable from that of the prior art. 
Specifically, the claims now recite "a plurality of ports including serial ports and parallel 
ports, the plurality of ports being configured and arranged such that any one of the 
serial and parallel port can be connected to another serial or parallel port, each port 
including programmable pads, said plurality of ports being arranged on said substrate in 
a rotational symmetrical layout". Prior art of record do not disclose the specific layout of 
the ports.
